There was laid before the Board this day a letter from the Poor Law Com- 
missioners, dated 3d July 1843, forwarding the following order of the House of 
Commons, dated Jovis, 2 9 die Junii, 1 843 ; — 

“ That there be laid before this House a copy of a Memorial lately addressed 
to the Boyle Board of Guardians in Ireland, by persons stating themselves to have 
been ejected from the estates of Lord Lorton ; and of any proceedings taken by 
the Board of Guardians thereon, and if [of] any communications between the 
Board and the Poor Law Commissioners, connected with the said Memorial : — And 
also a Return showing how many of the Memorialists so applying [applied] to 
the Board of Guardians for admission ; how many of the Memorialists so applied 
[applying] were admitted ; how many were rejected ; what were the grounds of 
objection [rejection] in the cases which were rejected ; how long did the Memo- 
rialists, who were admitted, remain in the workhouse ; by whom, and under what 
circumstances, was the Memorial presented to [at] the workhouse.

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Resolved , — In obedience to the orders of The House, the Boyle Board do 
hereby agree to the following Report. — There being no minutes of the proceedings 
connected with the presentation of said Memorial entered on the minutes-book, 
the information here stated is derived from the only two Guardians now present' 
and who were present on the day said Memorial was presented ; and also from 
the clerk and master of the house. 



There were present at the Board on the 26th May 1843 (the day this Memo- 
rial was presented) the following Guardians : — 

William Phibbs, of Seafield, Esq. in the Chair. 

Captain Robertson. I Mr. Frazer. 

Captain Lloyd. I John Conmee, Esq. 

C. G. Otway, Esq., Assistant Poor Law Commissioner, was likewise present. 

The business of the Board had nearly concluded, when a number of persons, 
conducted by the parish priest of this town, the Rev. Joseph M ‘Tucker, arrived 
at the gate of the workhouse : as a crowd of persons had accompanied the pro- 
cession, it was not possible for the Board to ascertain the probable number of 
which it consisted. The Rev. Mr. M ‘Tucker then advanced into the hall of the 
house, and handed the clerk of the Board a Memorial, which he stated that he 
presented, not as the Roman-catholic chaplain of this establishment, but as the 
parish priest j and requested that he might be admitted to the Board-room to 
advocate the claims of the Memorialists. The Board unanimously refused the 
application of Mr. M‘Tucker. The Memorial was then read by the chairman, 
and a discussion arose whether or not the clause in the Memorial requesting that 
the w-arden’s tickets of recommendation should be dispensed with ; and the 
majority agreed in acceding to the request. The Board, however, deem it neces- 
sary to state that this was the only instance in which their rule respecting the 
said tickets had been set aside ; and that it was acceded to, not frqm any case 
made out by the Memorialists, but from the desire of the meeting to receive the 
present application in the utmost spirit of indulgence. The Board then proceeded 
to investigate the claims of the Memorialists, out of w hom only three families 
presented themselves : the first was Owen Sharkett and family, of Ardsallagh ; 
they were admitted ; but very shortly after, the master reported to the Board that 
after he had placed the family in the probationary wards they refused to remain, 
and that he had in consequence allowed them all to depart ; that Sharkett, when 
leaving the house, stated to the master he did not want to come at all ; that he 
only came with the rest; that he had earned his bread to the present, and that he 
was able to earn it without the workhouse. That said Sharkett had afterwards 
returned ; and the master then desired to know from the Board what he was to 
do. He was then directed to receive them a second time, but they did not 
remain. J 

John Connaghton of Learn, and family, next applied ; they were also approved 
of by the Board, and admitted ; but the man raised a difficulty about then remain- 
ing, as he had a sick child at home. The Board recommended him to brin» in 
his sick child at once, where he would receive the best medical attendance. As he 
still hesitated, the Board finally ruled that the master should receive this family 
at any time they might apply during the next three days; and if he should not 
be able to avail himself of the order within that period, he could apply to the 
Board that day week again for admission. He has not to this day (7 July 1843) 
made any further application. 

Patt Flanagan of Leam, and family, were the last applicants. In replv to the 
questions of the Board, he admitted that he had not been yet dispossessed of his 
house ; that he had about four barrels of potatoes (320 stone) ; and likewise that he 
had con-acre ground planted this season with potatoes. The Board, in con- 
sequence, rejected him ; but stated, that in the event of his being deprived of bis 
house, or of having disposed of his potatoes, they would then be received into the 
workhouse. 

1 he chairman then directed the master repeatedly to invite up the other appli- 
cants ; but after two or three times applying to them, he reported to the Board

(the -6th May 1 843), to the day of this Report (the 7th July 1 843), there has not 
been any applications for admittance whatever, from any of the townlands mined 
m the Memorial from which those applicants stated LLeRes ,0 have been 
ejected except one man, James Rock, who was admitted being an infirm person 
and who was previously in the house. There has not been® an, ”n™ on °he 
minute-book of the Board respecting the circumstances of this Memorial the Board 
having disposed of them in the ordinary mode of business. The names of the 
applicants are of course extracted from the application book. There has not been 
any report of those proceedings made to the Poor Law Commissioners - the 
Board not deeming themselves called upon to do so. ’ 6
